MANY APPLICANTS 


CLAIMJXEMPTION 


Those who have been assisting ap- 


plicants In Illllng otft questionnaires 
in this city state that u large major- 
ity ot those who are asking for help 
along this line claim that they ars 
exempt from the draft. Tnero .'re 
various reasons why these men do 
not care to get out and fight for then- 
country. Some of them are fanufi s, 
and they feel that the salvation of 
Ihe country depends upon their atny- 
InK at home and tilling the soil, while 
others have a large number of de- 
pendents who arc depending upun 
them for support. Some young Jel- 
lows who have been loafing around 
home for a number of years past liv- 
ing off tho old man suddenly dlsco\er 
that it is not the old man that is 
earning the living at all, but that 
they are the whole support o£ tht 
aged mother and father, and that if 
they had to go to war It would mean 
that the old folks would have to go 
to the poor house, and it fairly breaks 
their heart to think of such a thing. 
Others have grandfathers and broth- 
ers and sisters to support, while one 
follow who owned a quarter interest 
In a farm that ho had never worked 
a week on In his life, suddenly dis- 
covered that his trade was that of n 
farmer, and that the supplying of 
lations to the boys in France de- 
pended largely upon his agricultural 
activities. 


Of course the goveinmcnt Is not 


going to take all tho men of draft 
age that have been drawn, and some 
of them will be exempt. Where a 
man has a wife and family to support 
tho government would 
rather 
the 


man himself would attend to the job, 
altho it Is no doubt a fact that in any 
ot them would be better taken ca e 
of If the government did It than has 
been tho case with tho man on the 
job. 
Neither is it deemed advlsahl< 


to have a man abandon his farm that 
ho may be able to carry a gun in the 
army. It may come to that later on, 
but It has not reached that stage as 
yet. Crops will have to be raised, and 
already the farmers are beginning lo 
to fool the pinch Incidental to a scarc- 
ity of labor. While It does not mako 
so much difference in this country 
where nearly every farmer Is his o\v,i 
hired m,an, and whore the farms arc 
small, In tho west where nearly all 
the work has in tho past been per- 
formed by hired help, It is almost im- 
possible to get a man at any prica 
that a farmer can afford to pay and 
come out of it alive. 


The mere ctaim of exemption, how 


ever, does not assure tho drafted man 
tftat he will bo let off, as the matters 
are all considered by tho exemption 
board and It Is up to them as to 
whether a man shall fight 
tor 
his 


country or lot somebody go in his 
place and do the hsavy work. 


Reports as to when the next draft 


will be made uiro conflicting, as it has 
boon stated that it would bo in Feb- 
ruary, while later reports have stated 
that It will not be until later on ac- 
count of lack of equipment and othoi 
things that are not in readiness at 
the present time. However, as it is 
the intention to keep things moving 
along as rapidly os possibly, it is en- 
tirely probable that It will not bo de- 
layed a great while,

WILL BEJERE SOON 


Madison, Doc. 24.-—Tho people of 


Wisconsin showed tholr patriotism 
>y over-subscribing tho limit of Lib- 
erty Bonds Unit wore assigned to this 
state, and during tho next month 
they aro to have an opportunity to 
show in a more direct manner tholr 
Ittith and interest in their govern- 
ncnt and its purposes at this time. 


The last liberty loan was issued to 


•also throe billions of dollars to lioli) 
defray war expenses, and during the 
nonUis of January and February tho 
United Slates expects to list thre 
billions of dollars In income taxes 
llrect from tho people o£ tho United 
States, 


It is just as important in a spirit of 


patriotism to pay Income taxes to 
Undo S.UH, as It Is to invest In liberty 
bonds, and the spirit of the people of 
Wibconuin must bo aroused so tint 
every person liable to a Federal tax 
will make' full and complete return, 


Thorp aro si great many people in 


each county—bankers, lawyers and 
state olllclals—who are more or less 
familiar 
with 
federal 
income tax 


laws, and who can assist taxpayers to 
make tholr return, but this year this 
United States is going to make rigid 
efforts to get every possible federal 
taxpayer, for Collector Burt Williams 
who will have charge of this work, 
announces that a federal Income tax 
man will be sent Int.o every county in 
Wisconsin during the months of Jan- 
uary ,ind February to aid every per- 
son who can not secure the right help 
to make his return. 


It is the intention of Mr. Williams 


to have sent, Immediately after th° 
llrst of the year to every individual 
who had a taxable income for th. 
state of Wisconsin for HUG, a United 
States Income tax blank, as practi- 
cally every person who must pay u 
tax to the state will be obligated to 
mako a return to the federal govern- 
ment under the new law.

come of $2,000, and every unmarried 
person, not the head ot a. family an i 
having a not income of $3,000 for 
the year ] f l l 7 , must make return of 
Income on the form to be prescribed

It will be an- 
lounced later In tho newspapers the 
line of arrival of the deputy income 
ax men In each county who will re 
naln for stated periods to assist in 
his work. 


The new exemptions of $1,000 and

:veiy farmer, merchant, tradesman, 
irofessional man and salary worker 
uid a great many wage workers will 
>e required to mako return and pay 
he tax. 


The law makes it the duty of tho 


axpaycr to seek out tho collector.

They also advor- 
tised a small list of groceries which 
they termed their "Get acquainted 
order" quoting a price of $2.53 and 
claiming a net saving of 51.68 to the 
consumer on this trial order. This 
being as they allege, the difference 
between the price they quote and the 
price the local grocer would charge. 
Thruout their advertising they en- 
deavor to cast reflections on the Jion- 
esty and fairness of the home mer- 
chant stating that at all times they 
could and would effect a saving of 
from one-third to one-half. It was a 
well worded appeal 
calculated to 


mislead the unwary and in particular 
appealed to the class of people who 
have to make their income reach as 
far as possible, and for this reason 
fall for this kind of "bunk.1' 
A well known individual of this 


thriving Wisconsin city pent in for 
one of these "Get Acquainted" orders 
including the Hour and sugar, mak- 
ing a total purchase, of $11.33. HO 
wanted to find out and this is his ex- 
perience. Ten days passed and he re- 
ceived no word. He thnn wrote a 
letter and the only reply that reached 
him was that there would be some 
delay In shipping the groceries and 
:n the same mail was another letter 
enclosing a Due Bill c&rrj'ing the in- 
formation that they were not seliin^ 
the sugar and flour and that he had 
been given credit on the books of the 
company. On receipt of the Due Bill 
the company was requested to return 
the money but up to a few days ago 
the amount had not been returns I. 
The groceries were forv.-arded alright 
by express with about fifty cents 
charge but the flour and sugar never 
did arrive. 
Counting in the express charges 


the victim now admits that ho could 
have bought the same goods in his 
home town for less money. This man 
was an intentional victim. He haa 
heard so much about 
how 
muc_ 
money could be saved by trading out 
of town that he thought he would 
give this concern at least one tnal. 
This is a true statement of facts 


and can be verified if necessary.

Madison, Dec. 24.—The people ot 
Wisconsin showed their patriotism 
by over-subscribing the limit of Lib- 
erty Bonds that were assigned to this 
state, and during the next month 
they aru to have an opportunity to 
show in a more direct manner their 
faith and interest in their govern- 
ment and its purposes at this time. 


The last liberty loan, was issued to 


raise three billions of dollars to help 
defray war expenses, and during the 
mouths of January and February the 
United States expects to list thre 
billions of dollars in income taxes 
direct from the people of the United

patriotism to pay income taxes to 
Uncle Sam, as it is to invest in liberty 
bonds, and the spirit of the people of 
Wisconsin must be aroused BO that 
every person liable to a Federal tax 
will make full and complete return.

The ma- 
jority of the workers are men who 
have been trained as apprentices to 
produce the finer grade of wrok which 
is demanded by the Japanese people. 
There are probably about 1,500 in all 
now engaged in -this industry, accord- 
ing tp a recent estimate. Women do 
embroidery at home in some parts of 
Japan., This is done by the piece-work 
system, upon which payment is based. 
The contractors supply their workers 
with the materials needed, although 
sometimes the wholesale dealer at- 
tends to this directly.

Shellac Is a resinous substance, de- 


posited on the twigs of various trees 
In India and southern Asia by tho lac 
Insects. At the proper time the twigs 
are broken off bj the native collec- 
tors and exposed to the sun to kill the 
Insects and to dry Ihe lac. These 
iwlg.s with the attached resin, In- 
closed Insects and ova constitute ihe 
slick lac. 
Seed lac Is obtained from 


stick lac by removing the resinous con- 
cretlons from tho. twigs and triturat- 
ing with water. The greater part of 
the coloring matter l.s dissolved and 
the. granular portion, which remains 
after drying, l.s the seed lac. 
Shell 


lac, 
or shellac, is obtained by melting 


lho seed lac in ration (.loth bags, strain- 
Ing and allowing it to drop on to sticks 
or leaves. 
In this way 
the resin 


spreads Into thin plates, In which stale 
It is found In commerce.

Harvesting Shellac. 


Shellac is a resinous substance, de- 


posited on the twigs of various trees 
in India and southern Asia by the inc 
insects. At the proper time the twigs 
are broken off by the native collec- 
tors and exposed to the sun to kill the 
insect's and to dry the lac. 
These 


twigs with the attached resin, in- 
closed insects and ova constitute the 
stick lac. 
Seed lac is obtained from 


stick lac by removing the resinous con- 
cretions from the twigs and triturat- 
ing with water. The greater part of 
the coloring mutter is dissolved and 
the granular portion, which remain's 
after drying, Is the seed lac. 
Shell 


lac, or shellac, is obtained by melting 
the seed lac in cotton cloth bags, strain- 
ing and allowing it to drop on to sticks 
or leaves. 
In this way the resin 


spreads into thin plates, in which state 
it is found in commerce.

It will be up to you 
to hunt up those men, who will bo 
sent into every county seat town, and 
BOIIIC other towns besides, to moot 
ihc pooplo. Postmasters, bankers and 
newspapers will bo able to toll you 
when the government's income tax 
man will be around, and where to 
Und him. Ilo will answer questions, 
aweai you to tho return, take your 
money, and remove 
tho wrinkles 


from your brow. Returns of Income 
j'or J917 must bo made between Jan- 
uary J, 1018, nnd Mai eh J, 11)18. 


"Tho government recognizes," said 


Collector of Internal Kevenuo Hem 
my, "that many persons experience a 
good deal of difficulty in Oiling out 
income tax forms, It recognizes, too,

You won't have to figure out your 


income tax all by yourself hereafter 
The government is going to send out 
men to help you. It will be up to you 
to hunt up these men, who will bt, 
-•ent into every county seat town, and 
some other towns besides, to meet 
the people. Postmasters, bankers and 
newspapers will be able to tell you 
when the government's income tax 
man will be around, and where to 
and him. He will answer questions, 
swear you to the return, take your 
money 
and remove the 
wrinkles 


from "your brow. Returns o£ Income 
i'or 1017 must be made between Jan- 
uary 3, 1018, and March 1, 1918. 
"The government recognizes," said 


Collector of Internal Revenue Hem 
my "that many persons experience a 
good deal o£ difficulty in filling out 
income tax forms. It recognizes, too, 
that taxpayers resident . at 
points 


where collector's offices are not easily 
nccssible 2nd it hard to get proper 
instruction in the law. Next year, 
when every married person living 
with wife or husband and having a 
net income of $2,000, and every un- 
married person not the head of a 
family and having a net income o£ 
31,000 for the year 1917 must make 
a return of income on the 'form pre- 
prescribed, there will be hundreds in 
every comunity seeking light one the 
iasv, and help in executing their re- 
turns. My own and every other col- 
lection district in the naiton will be 
divided into districts, with the county 
as the unit, and a government officer 
informed In the income tax assigned 
to each district. He will spend less 
than a week in each county, and in 
some counties a longer time, very 
likely in the court house at the coun- 
ty seat town. In cities where there 
there and in other cities possibly at 
the city hall. My office will in dua 
time advise postmasters and bankers 
and send out notices to the newspap- 
ers stating when the officer will be 
in each county. It will be unneces- 
sary for prospective taxpayers to ask 
my office for forms on which to make 
returns. The officer who visits their 
county will have them. 
"It may be stated as a matter of 
general ^formation that 'net in- 
come' is the remainder after sub- 
tracting expenses from gross income. 
Personal, family or living expenses 
are not an expense in the meaning of 
the law, the exemption being allowed 
to cover such expenses. 
"The new exemptions of $1,00 and 


S2,000 will add tens of thousands to 
the number of income taxpayers in 
this district, inasmuch as practically 
every farmer, merchant, tradesman, 
professional man and salary worker 
and a great many wage workers will 
be rcquirt-d to make return and pay 
tax."The law makes it the duty of the 
taxpayer to seek; out the collector. 
Many people assume that if an in- 
come tax form is not sent, or a gov- 
ernment time prescribed, he is a vio- 
lator of the law and the government 
will go to him with its'penalties."

IINIP STATES TO 


CONTROL RAILWAYS 


Commencing on Friday, December 


2Sth, at noon, the United States will 
assume control of all the railroads, in 
the country, and after that time they 
•will be operated under the supervis- 
ion of the government. 
It is not expected that there -will be 


a.ny 
radical change in the manage 
ment of the roads, but that the same 
men will be kept at the heads of de- 
partments so far as possible. 
The government 
will guarantee 


the roads an income equal to that in. 
the past, based upon the business of 
the past three years. 
Secretary McAdoo has been ap- 
pointed director-general of the rail- 
roads and he will retain his cabinet 
position as secretary of the treasury. 
The government guarantees to keep 


up the equipment ot the roads to 
what it wus at the time of taking 
them over, so that there will be no 
loss to the companies in any way. 
There hah been no doubt in the 


minds of those who have been inves- 
tigating the matter that the railroads 
have been "stalling" for some time 
past. They have been putting in the 
most of their time telling the people 
about the good service that is being 
rendered the people and the govern- 
ment, but it seems that with ail of 
this patting themselves on the back, 
they have failed to convince others 
of ths good things they have been 
doing Had they exerted the same ef- 
fort to deliver goods that they have 
to maintain a press bureau, thare is 
710 doubt but wnaf. .the people at Iarg9 
would have been better satisfied and 
the public served in better shape. 
There are people who make the 


assertion that this is the beginning 
of government ownership of railroads 
in this country, and that when the 
war Is over that arrangements will 
be made by the government to buy 
the railroads outright, running them 
in the future 'as it has the mail ser- 
vice in the past.

ON PARIS ISLAND 


Paris Island, Dec. 21, :t!)17 


A bunch of twelve recruits i'or tho 


Jilnrlne Corps loft St. Paul the latter 
wart of September, tho majority o' 
them bolng from Minnesota, but a 
few, including myself, being Wiscon- 


I sin boys. Wo wont by way o£ Chlca- 


o, Indianapolis, Cinclnattl, Atlianta, 
ieorglii, nt the latter place stopping 
vor Sunday. Tho trip up to that 
line wns uneventful, wo having but a 
v/o-hour lay-over in Chicago, and 
voro riding most of tho time. TSvory- 
hlng looked lino down thru Indiana 
ml Ohio,. tho corn being heavy and 
rreon and but slightly frosted in tho 
orlhern part of Indiana and Illinois 
'here was a radical change, however, 
vhen we got farther south, and ua 
ve nearod Chatanooga, Tonn,, things 
ooked about us barren as anyone 
ouHl Inuigine.

those wo spent on the rifle range. 
Hero wo wore taught to shoot the 
Springfield riflc.s wo are equipped 
with, and given a. little training with 
tho .44 automatic pistols, 


Tho system of teaching tho men to 


shoot horo Is said to he tho best 
known, and before you over flro tho 
rifle you have spent about a week and 
a half "snapping in," or aiming 'it 
tho targots and pulling tho triggei 
without any shell1 in tho gun. In- 
stead of jerking tho trigger off as a 
fellow ordinarily does with a shot- 
gun, we were taught to "squeeze off 
the trigger, as pulling It off pulls tho 
gun down to'the right. After "snap- 
ping in" for about a week aad a halt 
wo wore given some practice shoot- 
ing. Wo shot over tho ^00, 300, BOO 
and 000-yard ranges, and used to 
shoot about 30 or 40 rounds a day on 
practice. Tho firing was both slow 
and rapid flro in the sitting, kneeling 
and prone positions. A sling is used 
in all positions, and ia tho only way 
gun can bo held steadily by ono who 
has not had a good deal of experi- 
ence. Two hundred and two points 
out of a possible 300 are necessary to 
qualify, «ind our company was for- 
tunate in having all but three mon in 
the company qualify, 


Since coming off tho range we have 


been drilling and undergoing inspec- 
tion most of tho time, and are now 
considered practically thru with our 
recruit training, as we have boon 
horo practically twelve weeks.

WITH THE MARINES 


ON PARIS ISLAND 


Paris Island, Dec. 21, :L917 


A bunch of twelve recruits for the 


Marine Corps left St. Paul the latter 
part of September, the majority of 
them being from Minnesota, but a 
few, including myself, being Wiscon- 
sin boys. We went by way of Chica- 
go, Indianapolis, Cincinatti, Atlanta, 
Georgia, at the latter place stopping 
over Sunday. The trip up to that 
time was uneventful, we having but a 
two-hour lay-over in Chicago, and 
were riding most of the time. Every- 
thing looked fine down thru Indiana 
and Ohio, the corn being heavy and 
green and but slightly frosted in the 
northern part of Indiana and Illinois. 
There wa.s a radical change, however, 
when we got farther south, and as 
we neared Chatanooga, Tenn., things 
looked .about as barren as anyone 
could imagine. The 
farm 
houses 
were very poor in the districts we 
went thru, and the chief inhabitants 
were negroes. We failed to see an/ 
of the southern mansions anywhere 
in the south that we have so often 
read about. 


Arriving in Atlanta Sunday morn- 


ing, we were held up there until the 
following morning, when we left for 
Paris Island with about forty other 
recruits from the middle west and 
south; a number of Illinois and Kan- 
sas boys being in the crowd. We ar- 
rived at Port Royal, the nearest rail- 
road station to Paris Island the same 
evening, and were transported up u 
sman neck of the ocean that flows in 
there, to quarantine station of th • 
marine barracks shortly after arriv- 
ing-. They fed us that 
night 
and 
started our life in the Marine Corps 
otf right by giving each of us a cold 
shower. 


The next two days were spent in 


being examined, and to sa?' that the 
examination is thoro is hardly doing 
justice to it. The doctors are so well 
trained in this work that they can 
tell it a man's leg is one-eighth or 
one-quarter of an inch shorter than 
the other, merely by seeing him walk 
when there is no perceptible- differ- 
ence to. the average civilian's eye. 
vtany of the boys were surprised to 
"md out that one of their legs was 
horter than the other, not havin0 
mown it themselves. 
Only one of 


uir crowd failed to pass the examlna- 
ion here, he having leakage of the 
ieart and was discharged. 


On Wednesday, October 3, we were 


worn into the service and given our 
irst equipment, clothing, shoes and 
oilet articles. We were not given 
our guns at the start, but after we 
lad drilled a few days were given 
our rifles. 


The drilling was not hard and the 


novements that were given us at 
irst were, of course, the very simple 
jnes. Things are given you by de- 
grees, and while we have now been 
aught practically all the drills, it 
vould take us several months more 
o become trained well enough to g-- 
nto actual fighting. 
Getting up before the sun appeared 
vas probably one of 
the 
hardest 


hings most of the fellows had to ac- 
Custom themselves to when they en- 
ered the service, and they have got 
us up as early a 4 o'clock. Our regu- 
ar time for rising when we entered 
he service was 5:30 though, and in 
/lew of the fact that we often went 
o bed as early as 7 o'clock, we man- 
aged to roll out in the morning when 
;he unwelcome sound of "Kit the 
3eck" was given. The winter sched- 
ule has since gone into effect .-.ad we 
ire now getting up at 5:50. This is 
lot bad, but still considerable before 
he suu gets up, and we usually find 
a nice thick frost on the roof in the 
morning now. A number of the fel- 
ows have to be pulled out every 
morning, and the corporal usually 
iai his daily duty of sneaking up on 
borne fellow who is still in bed. 
About thirty-three fellows—ane- 


half or the company—sleep in one 
bunk house, and have iron cots. We 
are furnished three blankets, and as 
the weather has never 
been 
cold 
:nough to do anything more than 
reeze thin ice, we are well equipped. 
Taken all the way thru, the marines 
are very well equipped, and while 
hey appreciate the Red Cross sweat- 
ers iinu other articles, I believe the 
drafted boys are really more in need 
of them. The fact that the days are 
isually more or less comfortable and 
that we have all been equipped with 
;ig heavy overcoats, makes things 
more agreeable here than they are in 
.he northern camps. 
We spent our first two weeks at 


the quarantine station, and during 
.hat time we were given work o" 
every description. 
Some days we 
were picking up oyster shells off the 
jeach to make shell roads, and other 
days we might be handling a pick or 
shovel or "siinging hash" in the mess 
tail. Guard duty was-also one of our 
luties, all of which along with our 
drill periods, kept us pretty busy 
After our first two weeks training we 
were transferred to the new training 
camp, which is located about s. mile 
'rom the quarantine station on the 
sland. Here we found tht> conditions 
a little better generally, the food be- 
ng better, and we began to be rated 
is real recruits. 
The food is pretty fair most of the 


time, but varies some and depends a 
good deal on the cook: Beans used to 
be the chief diet, but I guess the 
price must have gone up as spaghetti, 
;omatoes, potatoes and rice are be- 
coming some of the chief articles of 
our diet now. We have coffee most 
every meal 
practically 
since the 


weather has been cool. Things are 
not always as sweet as we have them 
at home, but you soon get used to the 
food. We have butter occasionally, 
but not very often. We usually get 
some dessert for dinner and supper, it 
usually being bread pudding, occas- 
ionally peaches or prunes. 
Probably 
the 
most 
interesting 


three weeks we experienced were 
those we spent on the rifle range. 
Here we were taught to shoot the 
Sprib,gfleld rifle,s we are equipped 
with, and given a little training with 
the .44 automatic pistols. 
The system of teaching the men to 


shoot here is said to be the best 
known, and before you ever fire the 
rifle you have spent about a week and 
a half "snapping in," or aiming at 
the target- and pulling the trigger 
without any shell1 in the gun. In- 
stead of jerking the trigger off as a 
fellow ordinarily does with a shot- 
gun, we were taught to "squeeze off ' 
the trigger, as pulling it off pulls tho 
gun down to-the right. After "snap- 
ping in" for about a week and a half 
we were given some practice shoot- 
ing We shot over the zOO, 300, '500 
and GOO-yard ranges, and used to 
shoot about 30 or 40 rounds a day on 
practice. The firing was both slow 
and rapid fire in the sitting, kneeling 
and prone positions. A sling is used 
in all positions, and is the only way - 
gun can be held steadily by one who 
has not had a good deal of experi- 
ence. Two hundred and two points 
out of a possible 300 are necessary to 
qualify, and our company was for- 
tunate in having all but three men in 
the company qualify. 
Since coming off the range we have 
been' drilling and undergoing inspec- 
tion most o£ the time, and are now 
considered practically thru with our 
recruit training, as we have been 
L-cre practically twelve weeks.

Eleven of these, 
otie British und five'neutral merchant- 
men, a British destroyer, and four mine 
sweepers, were sunk In the North sen. 
'JHvo neutral merchant vessels nnd a 
trawler were sunk off the Tyne on De- 
cember 12 by German destroyers. An- 
nouncement of the latest raid by Ger- 
many's naval forces was made on Mon- 
day in the house of commons by Sir 
Eric Geddes and Thomas J. McNama- 
rn, financial secretary to the admiralty. 
Eight had perished among tho crew, 
•he said. The British destroyer sunk

"The interallied conference should 


be called the prorlty board.

The prime Ministers 
of Great Britain, France and Italy at- 
tended it, each with a military repre- 
sentative. This country was represent- 
ed by General Bliss and myself. 


"The men who went with me to the

•ent from a big dynamo was turned In- 
o this magnet It developed surprising 
power.

More Than 1,000 Per Cent. 


Thousands of young Americans who 


icfore the war had practiced amateur 
vlroJcss telegraphy with rudely con- 
structed Instruments are today enlist- 
ed In the United States naval commu- 
nication service, which Is charged with 
tho duty of providing means of com- 
munication between all forces under 
the Jurisdiction of the navy deport- 
ment, nnd controls all radio stations as 
well as the navy telegraph and tele- 
phone lines. 


Since April 80 all radio service In 


this country has been controlled by the 
director of naval communications, at- 
tached to the chief of naval opera- 
:lons. 


The war revealed what a large num- 


oer of young men were Interested in 
radio experimentation and service. A 
school for the development of men en- 
listed In tho radio service was opened 
at Harvard university, itome 400 gradu- 
ating each month for duly with tho 
fleets, on merchant ships, or at other 
stations. 


The radio service from Its Inception 


wns constructed to meet military ends, 
nnd It was prepared \\hen war wns de- 
clared. Every United States whip Is In 
constant communication with the navy 
depnriment at Washington by means 
of efficient radio apparatus. The serv- 
ice In the licet closely co-ordluate» 
with the service ashore. 


In addition to the war business of 


the naval communication service, ccr- 
tnlnt routine pence services are con- 
tinued. 
These Include the signals 


which give to ship commanders twice 
dnlly, ut noon and at 10 p. m., exact 
seventy-fifth meridian time, storm sig- 
nals, and weather reports, and hydro- 
graphic bulletins. 


On the Atlantic there are three hlglv 


powered stations capable of transat- 
lantic communication. Tho service is 
mainly directed from the high-powered 
station at Radio, Vn., near Arlington, 
and from the station nt Key West. 
The station at Sayvllle, Ixmg Island, 
Is an Important high-power station. 
There are four high-powered stations 
on the I'arlflc. 
The station nt the 


Great Lukes Naval Training station 
covers the grcnt hikes service, while 
the station nt Darlen gives service to 
the Panama canal zone, ships In the 
Caribbean, the Gulf of Mexico, and 
also-Pacific waters. 


There Is no wireless communication 


within the jurisdiction of the United 
otates government which Is not now 
directly serving the purposes of war 
with the exception of a minor radio 
service maintained by the forest serv 
ice of the department of agriculture. 


The expansion of Ihe personnel In 


training In the radio service since th 
opening of the war has been more thai

Ingenious Defense Scheme 


Was Fortification of Coast 
To Derange Ships* Compasses 


One of the most unique defensive 


measures ever proposed to the United 
States government was the fortifica- 
tion of the coast with, giant magnets 
that would derange the compass of 
any hostile ship that might attempt 
a surprise attack, says a writer. That 
was back In the nineties, and as the 
suggestion came from a well-known 
officer of the engineer corps it was 
decided to test the theory. According- 
ly a huge magnet was built near New 
York city, by means'of two cannon, a 
ton of steel rails and a few miles ot 
Insulated wire. The rails • were laid 
across the butt of the cannon to "con- 
nect" them and the wire was wound 
about their firing end. When the cur- 
rent from a big dynamo was turned in- 
to this magnet It developed surprising 
power. 
Although It would not draw the nails 


out of passing ships, as the lode stone 
mountain did to the vessel of Sinbad 
the Sailor, it was guaranteed by its 
inventor to disarrange the compass of 
any ship within six miles. If the coast 
was ever attacked by an enemy fleet 
under cover of darkness or. fog, this 
officer argued, the magnet would' so 
completely upset the compasses of the 
enemy that his-, ships would be more 
likely to run ashore than to make a 
successful attack. 


Records are unobtainable of Just 


how far this assertion was borne out 
by the experiment. In any event, the 
magnet was built and remained intact 
for some time. But there was no at- 
tempt to extend the plan, and ulti- 
mately it went Into the discard, thus 
marking the 
end of un ingenious 


scheme which seemed to have some re- 
markable possibilities.

But there are certain rules that 


should govern the breeder when plan- 
ning his poultry house that must be 
observed. 
When fowls are to be confined they 


need more floor space than when they 
are permitted to range. 


Four square feet per fowl is con- 


sidered ample space under ordinary 
conditions, and less space may be ad- 
vantageous when fowls are free to 
run 26* 
The width of houses should never 


be narrow for their length, and 12 
feet In width is much better and cheap- 
er than a narrow house. 


A house 20 by 25 feet will accom- 


modate 100 fowls nicely, when ample 
yard space is allowed.

Let us turn to the house and church. 


Doubtless both occupy the sites of 


far older buildings. We may take It 
that there was a settlement here under 
the Saxon sway, and probably during 
the Boman occupation ; how far earlier 
it is useless to speculate. And though 
the church has nothing to show of ear- 
lier date than the 
charming late- 


twelfth century arcades of its nave, 
we may assume that these were pierced 
through older Norman or Saxon walls. 
Similarly, the house stands upon the 
site of a manor house which was old 
when the manor was granted by Ed- 
mun'd. Earl of Lancaster, a son of Hen- 
ry III, to Sir Nicholas de Villiers, in 
1270. But it would be difficult to point 
to stonework even of that date, though 
probably It exists in the foundations 
and the core of some of the walls. 


The Hungerford family came Into 


possession in about 1361, and remained 
lords of the manor till 1658. The archi- 
tectural features of the present house 
date from a rebuilding in 153T, when 
the house belonged to the Hungerfords. 
Sir Anthony Hungerford, who succeed- 
ed his father. Sir John, in 1525. was 
tho builder of the charming gate-house, 
of the great hall, and certain other 
works, many of which have vanished 
in later rebuildings, or have been meta- 
morphosed into more modern forms. 
The estates were purchased by an an- 
cestor of the earl of St. Germans, the 
present owner, early in the eighteenth 
century.

More Americans Are Amassing 


Great Fortunes Through the 


Aid of the War. 


Income-tar figures recently made 


public show that Uncle Sam collected 
taxes on three times as many 51,000,- 
000 Incomes In 1917 as in 1916. 


Whether this means «nore Americans 


ere rolling up massive fortunes from 
the war or merely that the government 
had "uncovered" many more Mg In- 
comes to tax, is being asked by con- 
gressmen. 


Income figures In 1914 showed just 


44 collections on million-dollar 
or 


greater Incomes; In 1915, 60; In 1916, 
120, and 1917, 876. 


While 437,036 persons paid income 


taxes last year, previous 
estimates 


set the number as high as 700,000. The 
number of married men subject to tar 
tinder the old law was 355,107; unmar- 
ried men, 47,401; unmarried women, 
26,833, and married women-making re- 
turns separate from their husbands, 
7,635.

Expansion of Personnel In Tralnlnu 


Since Opening of War Ha» Been 


More Than 1,000 Per Cent. 


Thousands of young Americans who 
efore the war had practiced amateur 


wireJess telegraphy with rudely con- 
tracted Instruments are today enlist- 
ed Jn the United States naval commu- 
itcation service, which Is charged with 
he duty of providing means of com- 
munication between all forces under 
he jurisdiction of the navy depart- 
ment, and controls all radio stations as 
well as the navy telegraph and tele- 
phone lines. 
Since April 30 all radio service In 


this country has been controlled by the 
director of naval communications, at- 
tached to the chief of naval opera- 
tions. 
The war revealed what a large 
num- 


ber of young men were Interested in 
radio experimentation and service. A 
school for the development of men en- 
isted in the radio service was opened 
at Harvard university, some 400 gradu- 
ating each month for duty with the 
fleets, on merchant ships, or at other 
stations. 
The radio service from Its Inception 


was constructed to meet military ends, 
and It was prepared when war was de- 
clared. Every United States ship is In 
constant communication with the navy 
dcpartment at Washington by means 
of efficient radio apparatus. The serv- 
ice In the fleet closely co-ordinates 
with the service ashore. 


In addition to the war business or 


the naval communication service, cer- 
tain. routine peace services are con- 
tinued. 
These Include the signals 


which give to ship commanders twice 
daily, at noon and at 10 p. m., exact 
seventy-fifth meridian lime, storm sig- 
nals, and weather reports, and hydro- 
graphic bulletins. 


On the Atlantic there are three high- 


powered stations capable of transat- 
lantic communication. Tiie service is 
mainly directed from the high-powered 
station at Radio, Va., near Arlington, 
and from the station at Key West. 
The station at Sayvllle, Ixmg island, 
is an important high-power station, 
There are four high-powered stations 
on the Pacific. 
The station at the 


Great Lakes Naval Training station 
covers the great lakes service, while 
the station at Darien gives service to 
the Panama canal zone, ships in the 
Caribbean, the Gulf of Meiico, and 
also -Pacific %vaters. 
There is no wireless communicatior 


within the jurisdiction of tho Unlvcc' 
States government which Is not now 
directly serving the purposes of war, 
with the exception of a minor radio 
sen-Ice maintained by the forest serv- 
ice of the department of agriculture.

If so, you can perform 
a great service to Uncle Sam by col- 
lecting its leaves and sending them to 
the nearest college of pharmacy. For 
digitalis, the most valuable heart 
stimulant known to medical science, is 
made from them. 
Before the war most of the digi- 


talis was imported from Germany, and 
a little from England? the supply from 
the former has ceased and the latter 
can spare scarcely any. so the council 
of national defense is calling urgently 
for the domestic article, -which Is as 
good as the foreign. 
' 
Foxglove grows abundantly in many 


parts of the country. The first year's 
growth is a simple rosette of leaves. 
The second year the plant sends up a 
tall flowering stalk, the upper part of 
which Is covered with blossoms shaped 
like the ends of glove fincers and 
ranging in color from pale pinkish vio- 
let to purple, the inside of the bell 
being pale with dark red spots. One 
variety has white blossoms. 


The fresh green leaves both from 


the basal cluster and the s'alk are 
-athered and dried indoors, either on 
the floor of a warm unused room or on 
trays of burlap or canvas.

Travellers who 'have been through 
the African jungles.- •tell'.u'.s that ,a 
native there will1 rise .at dawn, eat 
two or three bananas, and; then start 
out on a day's march, carrying as 
much as 75 pounds on Uis head, and 
going the entire day through almost 
impassable . jungles,- until, 'nightfall; 
when he eats four or flve more ba- 
nanas, and. then goes.-to bed, .consid- 
ering himself well-fed:

And he is well-fed so. far as getting 


sufficient nutriment is concerned, his 
morning meal' being equal to about a 
pound of bread, and his 'evening meal 
o£ four or flve bananas'being equiva- 
lent In food value to nearly a pound 
of porterhouse, steak.'

In' buying bananas, first be sure 
that the fruit IB thoroughly 'ripe 
The only way to make green banana;. 
digestible is to peel and boil them-in 
boiling water for twenty-five • min- 
utes. Cooked so, they may be served 
as a vegetable. 
If raw bananas .-do not agree with 


vou balce.them. In this state they 
are very easily digested. To do- this. 
peel and cut them lengthwise, into 
halves before,putting them into the 
baking pan. Have your oven .moder- 
ately "warm and bake about fifteen 
minutes. 
A little sweetening' and 


lemon juice gives a pleasant flavor. 
• Bananas in rye bread sandwiche; 
are always liked by the children. 
Two such sandwiches with a glass of 
inilk make a nourishing and well bal- 
anced lunch for a school girl or 'boy 
Other ways of eating bananas in- 


clude frying, serving them cut up in 
apple sauce, or rice, putting them m- 
to puddings, cakes, croquettes, frit- 
ters salads, ice-creams, jellies, short
